THE  CITY  COUNCIL. 

To  the  Taxpayers  of  the  City  of  Montpelier: 

According  to  the  requirement  of  the  City  Charter,  we  submit 
to  you  our  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  Jan.  31st,  1922  and 
which  is  supplementary  to  the  reports  of  the  city  treasurer  and 
heads  of  departments  that  give  all  transactions  in  detail. 

In  many  ways  this  has  been  a  noteworthy  year  for  our  city. 

We  have  for  the  first  time  commenced  the  building  of  more 
permanent  roads  by  paving  them. 

While  labor  and  material  are  still  high  in  cost  which  has  a 
tendency  to  retard  building  there  have  been  a  few  houses  built 
this  year  and  we  have  had  the  largest  single  addition  to  our  business 
buildings  that  the  city  has  ever  had  in  the  construction  of  the 
home  office  of  the  National  Life  Insurance  Co. 

AMENDED  CHARTER. 

This  is  the  first  year  of  the  city  government  under  the  amended 
charter  as  passed  by  the  legislature  in  No.  301  of  the  acts  of  1920 
and  which  read  as  follows: 

NO.  301— AN  ACT  TO  AMEND  CERTAIN  SECTIONS  OF 
NO.  293  OF  THE  ACTS  OF  1912  ENTITLED  "AN  ACT 
TO  AMEND  THE  CHARTER  OF  THE  CITY  OF  MONT- 
PELIER". 

It  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Vermont: 

Section  1.  Section  8  of  No.  293  of  the  acts  of  1912  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Sec.  8.  Certificates  of  nominations  for  offices  to  be  filled  at 
City  meetings  may  be  filed  with  the  city  clerk  not  less  than  six  and 
not  more  than  fifteen  days  before  such  meeting,  and  such  nomina- 


tions  may  be  withdrawn,  in  the  manner  provided  by  general  law, 
if  done  at  least  four  days  before  such  city  meeting;  and  the  list  of 
candidates  so  nominated  and  sample  ballots  shall  be  posted  in  the 
manner  provided  by  general  law,  at  least  four  days  before  such 
meeting.  All  nominations  for  such  offices,  except  city  representa- 
tive, shall  be  made  by  certificate  signed  by  twenty-five  or  more 
voters,  but  the  same  need  not  be  under  oath  or  statement  of 
residence  or  designation  of  political  party.  A  voter  shall  not  sign 
more  than  one  certificate  for  the  same  office. 

Sec.  2.  Section  13  of  No.  293  of  the  acts  of  1912  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  13.  At  the  close  of  the  balloting  at  any  city  election, 
the  mayor  and  board  of  civil  authority,  as  hereinafter  constituted, 
shall  count  the  votes  cast  for  all  officers  and  report  to  the  meeting  a 
list  of  candidates  for  whom  votes  have  been  cast  for  each  office,  and 
the  number  of  votes  such  candidates  have  received,  which  shall  be 
recorded  by  the  city  clerk,  and  the  candidate  who  has  received  a 
plurality  of  votes  cast  for  each  respective  office  shall,  by  the  mayor, 
be  declared  elected  to  that  office.  But  an  election  for  state  or 
county  officers,  or  representative  to  the  general  assembly  shall, 
in  all  cases,  be  conducted  according  to  the  general  law  of  the  state. 

Sec.  3.  Section  14  of  No.  293  of  the  acts  of  1912  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  14.  At  the  annual  meeting  the  said  city  shall  elect  from 
among  the  legal  voters  thereof  a  mayor,  city  clerk,  city  treasurer, 
and  three  auditors,  who  shall  hold  office  until  the  next  annual 
meeting  and  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified; 
and  shall  elect  one  lister  who  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  three 
years  and  until  his  successor  is  duly  elected  and  qualified,  who, 
with  the  listers  whose  terms  of  office  have  not  expired,  shall  con- 
stitute the  board  of  listers;  and  any  vacancy  in  the  board  of 
listers  existing  at  the  time  of  any  annual  meeting,  shall  be  filled  by 
election  for  the  unexpired  term  and  shah  elect  two  aldermen  who 
shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of  two  years.  The  board  of  aldermen 
shall  consist  of  four  members.  Terms  of  office  of  present  alder- 
men shall  expire  at  the  close  of  the  annual  city  meeting  following 
the  adoption  of  this  act,  and  such  meeting  shall  elect  four  alder- 
men, t  w  o  for  a  term  of  one  year  and  two  for  a  term  of  two  years. 
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Sec.  4.  Section  17  and  paragraph  1  of  section  20  of  No.  293 
of  the  acts  of  1912  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  5.  Paragraph  1  of  section  21  of  No.  293  of  the  acts  of 
1912  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

The  mayor  and  aldermen  shall  serve  without  compensa- 
tion. 

Sec.  6.  Section  24  of  No.  293  of  the  acts  of  1912  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following : 

The  mayor  may  veto  or  disapprove  in  writing  of  any  measure 
or  action  passed  by  the  city  council,  provided  that  such  action  be 
taken  before  the  next  regular  meeting  of  said  city  council  and  any 
measure  or  action  so  vetoed  or  disapproved  shall  not  become 
effective  except  by  unanimous  vote  of  the  aldermen. 

The  city  council  may  change  the  duties  of  the  department 
heads  and  employees  as  they  may  deem  wise;  but  this  shall  not 
apply  to  duties  imposed  by  general  law  nor  to  officers  elected  at 
the  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  7.  Section  25  of  No.  293  of  the  acts  of  1912  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  25.  The  City  Council  shall  have  authority  to  require 
the  city  clerk,  city  treasurer,  and  each  appointive  officer  to  furnish 
information  to  them  concerning  anything  connected  with,  or 
work  contemplated  to  be  performed  in,  their  respective  depart- 
ments; and  to  require  a  report  from  time  to  time  stating  the  amount 
of  work  to  be  done  by  such  department  covering  such  periods  as 
the  council  shall  designate,  which  report  shall  show  the  actual  work 
performed,  the  number  of  men  required  to  perform  the  work,  the 
time  expended  upon  the  same,  and  its  cost. 

Sec.  8.  Section  28  of  No.  293  of  the  acts  of  1912  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  28.  The  city  council  shall  appoint,  and  may  remove  at 
their  pleasure  and  appoint  others  in  their  stead,  the  following 
officers  who  shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  are  appointed, 
none  of  whom  shall  be  members  of  the  city  council : 

An  overseer  of  the  poor,  street  commissioner,  water  commis- 
sioner, city  attorney,  city  sheriff,  two  constables,  city  grand  juror, 
chief  engineer  of  the  fire  department,  and  such  other  officers  as 
are  required  by  law.    They  may  appoint  a  city  engineer  and  a 
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tree  warden,  and  may  appoint  a  building  inspector  and  a  wire 
inspector  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  9.  Paragraph  2  of  section  44  of  No.  293  of  the  acts  of 
1912  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

The  city  council  shall  appoint  a  chief  engineer  of  the  fire 
department  who  shall  have  authority  to  appoint  two  assistant  fire 
engineers,  and  as  many  more  permanent  firemen  who  shall  devote 
all  their  time  to  the  service  of  the  department,  as  in  the  judgment  of 
the  city  council  may  be  required,  provided,  that  the  entire  or- 
ganized fire  department  of  said  city  shall  consist  of  not  less  than 
five  full  paid  and  twenty  call  men,  and  five  paid  substitute  call 
men. 

Sec.  10.  Section  63  of  No.  293  of  the  acts  of  1912  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following: 

47.  To  regulate  and  license  the  selling,  supplying,  and  de- 
livering of  milk  and  cream  within  the  city,  in  addition  to  the  reg- 
ulations and  license  imposed  by  law. 

48.  To  provide  for  the  forestation  of  lands  of  the  city  con- 
nected with  the  city  water  system  and  its  water  supply. 

Sec.  11.  Section  52  of  No.  293  of  the  acts  of  1912  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  52.  The  city  at  any  annual  or  special  meeting,  warned 
for  that  purpose,  may  authorize  the  issue  of  notes  or  bonds,  for  the 
purpose  of  refunding  any  outstanding  bonds  of  the  city,  for  the 
erection  of  buildings,  for  the  purchase  of  real  estate  by  the  city, 
for  the  construction  of  permanent  streets,  bridges,  sidewalks,  and 
such  other  public  improvements  within  the  city  as  the  voters  at 
such  meeting  may  determine.  The  amount  of  such  bonds  shall  be 
stipulated  by  vote,  and  the  city  council  shall  by  resolution  fix 
the  term  in  which  said  bonds  shall  be  payable,  which  shall  in  no 
case  exceed  twenty-five  years,  the  kind  and  denomination,  either 
registered  or  with  coupons  attached,  the  rate  of  interest,  and  the 
place  where  said  bonds  shall  be  payable.  The  city  shall  not  incur  a 
bonded  indebtedness  which,  with  the  previously  contracted  in- 
debtedness, shall  in  the  aggregate  exceed  ten  times  the  amount  of 
1  lie  last  grand  list  of  the  city. 

Sec.  12.  Section  32  of  No.  293  of  the  acts  of  1912  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 
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Sec.  32.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  treasurer  upon  the 
receipt  of  any  rate  bill,  as  hereinafter  provided  for,  to  post  notices 
in  at  least  three  public  places  in  said  city,  and  to  publish  the  same 
for  one  week  in  one  or  more  news  papers  circulating  in  said  city, 
calling  upon  the  taxpayers  to  pay  their  respective  taxes  within 
thirty  days  from  the  date  of  said  notice  and  to  receive  all  taxes 
paid  to  him.  Thirty  days  before  the  issuance  of  a  warrant  against 
the  person  or  property  of  a  non-resident  taxpayer  the  treasurer  shall 
give  such  non-resident  notice  in  writing  of  the  tax,  the  amount 
thereof,  and  the  time  within  which  the  same  may  be  paid  to  the 
treasurer,  by  delivering  the  same  to  him  or  mailing  it  to  his  last 
and  usual  place  of  abode. 

At  the  expiration  of  the  said  thirty  days,  the  said  treasurer 
shall  issue  his  warrant  against  the  delinquent  taxpayers  for  the 
amount  of  their  unpaid  taxes,  which  warrant  shall  remain  in  full 
force  until  all  the  taxes  thereon  are  either  collected,  abated  or  have 
become  outlawed,  and  shall  deliver  such  warrant  together  with  a 
rate  bill  of  such  delinquent  taxes  to  the  city  sheriff. 

Sec.  13.  Section  92  of  No.  293  of  the  acts  of  1912  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Sec.  92.  The  exclusive  management  and  control  of  the 
public  schools  and  of  all  school  property  of  the  city  shall  be  vested 
in  a  board  of  nine  school  commissioners  who  shall  take  the  place 
of  the  prudential  committee  of  the  Montpelier  Union  District; 
three  of  said  board  shall  be  elected  at  each  annual  city  meeting  for 
a  term  of  two  years  as  the  terms  of  the  present  incumbents  sev- 
erally expire  and  biennially  thereafter ;  the  remaining  three  of  said 
board  shall  be  those  whom  the  trustees  of  the  Washington  County 
Grammar  School,  by  contract  with  the  Montpelier  Union  District, 
are  entitled  to  choose;  provided,  that  when  such  contract  shall  be 
terminated  by  its  limitations  or  by  mutual  agreement  between  the 
contracting  parties,  then  and  thereafter,  said  school  board  shall 
consist  of  six  school  commissioners,  who  shall  be  elected  as  above 
provided. 

Sec.  14.  All  parts  of  No.  293  of  the  acts  of  1912  inconsistent 
herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  15.    This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 
Approved  February  15,  1921.

The  undersigned,  Auditors  of  the  City,  respectfully  report 
that  they  have  examined  and  adjusted,  as  required  by  the  City 
Charter,  the  accounts  of  the  City  Treasurer,  Overseer  of  the  Poor, 
School  Commissioners,  Trustees  of  Green  Mount  Cemetery  and 
Park  Commissioners,  for  the  year  ending  January  31,  1922,  as 
appears  by  the  detailed  statements  of  the  same  hereto  appended 
and  the  same  are  approved  as  contained  in  said  detailed  state- 
ments.

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Report  of 
SCHOOL  COMMISSIONERS. 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of 
Montpelier: 

Gentlemen:  In  accordance  with  the  requirement  of  the 
City  Charter,  we  present  our  twenty-seventh  annual  report,  cover- 
ing the  fiscal  year  ending  Jan.  31,  1922. 

As  prescribed  by  the  Charter,  the  Board  held  its  first  meeting 
on  Mar.  3,  1921,  the  first  Wednesday  following  the  City  meeting 
in  March,  and  more  than  the  required  number  of  meetings  were 
held  during  the  year.  The  organization  of  the  Board  was  com- 
pleted at  the  first  session  by  the  election  of  Hugh  J.  M.  Jones, 
Chairman,  Robert  F.  Bliss,  Treasurer,  and  Clarence  E.  Moulton, 
Secretary.  The  committees  appointed  by  the  Chairman  were  as 
follows : 

Audit  and  Finance — Farwell,  Moulton. 
Teachers — Harvey,  Stone,  Corry. 
Instruction — Stone,  Farwell,  Harvey. 
Books  and  Supplies — Harvey,  F.  Blanchard. 
Repairs — Bliss,  Geo.  L.  Blanchard,  Jones. 
Grounds — Moulton,  Bliss. 
Transportation — Corry,  Geo.  L.  Blanchard. 

The  Committee  on  Repairs  carried  out  its  intention  of  a 
year  ago  and  found  on  investigation  that  prices  had  dropped  to 
such  an  extent  that  it  was  feasible  to  proceed  with  the  plan  for 
increasing  the  protection  against  fire,  and  during  the  summer  a 
very  complete  and  modern  automatic  sprinkler  system  was  in- 
stalled in  the  basement  of  the  High  School  and  also  in  the  basement 
of  the  Union  building.  As  shown  on  a  following  page  there  is  an 
unexpended  balance  in  the  fund  which  was  raised  by  a  special  tax 
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for  that  purpose  of  $1,162.49  which  the  Committee  expects  to  use 
as  soon  as  practicable  in  further  extension  of  the  work  originally 
planned. 

Following  the  custom  of  recent  years,  the  Board  supplies  as  a 
part  of  this  report  a  summarized  statement  of  disbursements  for 
the  year  ending  Jan.  31,  1922,  and  in  a  parallel  column  a  budget 
comprising  estimates  of  necessary  expenditures  under  the  various 
headings  during  the  year  beginning  Feb.  1,  1922. 

The  Board  realizes  that  the  expense  of  maintaining  our  schools 
has  increased  very  rapidly  during  the  last  five  years  and  the  budget 
was  very  thoroughly  discussed  with  the  purpose  in  mind  of  mini- 
mizing costs  at  every  point  where  a  reduction  could  be  made  with- 
out resulting  in  false  economy.  It  is  believed  that  the  standards 
of  discipline  and  instruction  have  been  raised  and  that  we  now  have 
a  highly  efficient  corps  of  teachers  and  that  it  is  not  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  pupils  to  make  frequent  changes  in  the  personnel 
of  the  faculty.  And  while  a  number  of  items  in  an  average  list  of 
living  expenses  have  shown  a  noticeable  downward  tendency,  it 
has  been  suggested  that  room  rent  and  board  in  this  city  have 
not  yet  been  affected  in  that  way.  Furthermore,  it  is  not  probable 
that  teachers'  salaries  ever  will  return  to  the  pre-war  basis  and 
Vermont  must  expect  to  compete  with  other  New  England  states 
upon  the  present,  or  possibly  soon  upon  a  still  higher,  level. 
In  the  present  estimate  of  salaries  for  next  year  only  modest 
normal  increases  for  length  of  satisfactory  service  and  unusual 
merit  were  anticipated  and  no  allowance  was  made  for  filling 
vacancies  at  salaries  higher  than  those  now  being  paid. 
The  estimate  of  total  income  necessary  for  school  pur- 


poses for  the  fiscal  year  1922-1923  is  $86,774 . 62

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Report  of 
DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS. 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen:  I  herewith  present  a  brief  record  of  the  work 
done  in  the  various  branches  of  this  Department,  together  with  a 
statement  showing  the  income  and  expenditures  incurred  during 
the  year  ending  January  31,  1922: 

WATER  DEPARTMENT. 

Mains. 

Our  main  supply  pipes  have  been  extended  somewhat  this  year. 
In  accordance  with  recommendation  made  in  the  last  Annual 
Report  relative  to  the  discontinuance  of  the  old  6"  main  that  sup- 
plied the  stone-sheds  off  Granite  Street,  a  new  6"  line  was  installed 
on  Granite  Street,  off  Barre  Street,  and  thence  down  the  driveway 
in  front  of  the  sheds  far  enough  to  overcome  the  impractical  con- 
dition that  existed.    To  do  this  it  was  necessary  to  lay : 
257'  of  6"  pipe  on  Granite  Street, 
112'  of  4"  pipe  on  Granite  Street. 
373'  of  6"  pipe  off  Granite  Street  to  supply  sheds. 
The  4"  main  on  Clarendon  Avenue  was  extended  168  feet  to 
take  in  the  new  house  built  by  W.  D.  Peacor.    The  4"  main  on 
Marvin  Street  was  extended  120  feet  to  take  in  the  house  of  Frank 
Abair. 

The  old  10"  main  on  Main  Street  was  dug  up,  prior  to  the  in- 
stallation of  the  new  paving,  and  all  leaky  joints  and  connections 
taken  care  of. 

Mains,  as  a  whole,  are  in  very  good  condition  considering  the 
number  of  years  they  have  been  in  use,  with  the  exception  of  the 
small  wrought  iron  ones  referred  to  under  recommendations.

Thirty-four  other  services  have  been  relaid;  fourteen  others 
have  been  discontinued  and  shut  off  at  the  main  for  various  reasons. 

All  service  pipes  on  Main  and  State  Streets,  where  the  new 
paving  now  is,  have  been  relaid  and  wherever  it  was  possible  to 
discontinue  a  service  this  has  been  done  with  the  idea  of  having  the 
least  possible  number  of  pipes  under  the  paving  to  cause  trouble 
in  later  years. 

During  the  next  few  years  a  great  many  of  the  services  will 
have  to  be  relaid  due  to  the  length  of  time  they  have  been  in  use. 

Hydrants. 

One  additional  hydrant  has  been  installed  near  the  old  Cement 
Products  Plant  on  River  Street;  four  others  have  been  replaced. 
Nineteen  have  been  repaired,  nine  of  them  being  reset.  There  are 
many  others  that  should  be  reset  and  a  few  need  replacing  in  the 
near  future. 

Gates. 

New  gates  have  been  installed  at  the  following  locations : 
6"  on  Granite  street,  at  Barre  Street. 
6"  on  stone-shed  line  at  Granite  Street. 
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4"  on  hydrant  branch — City  crusher 
4"  on  hydrant  branch  near  Excelsior  Shed. 
6"  on  fire  service  to  new  National  Life  Building,  State 
Street. 

4"  on  service  to  National  Life,  Baldwin  Street. 
6"  on  hydrant  branch,  E.  State  Street  at  Main  Street. 
4"  on  hydrant  branch,  State  Street  at  Western  Avenue. 
4"  on  hydrant  branch  near  old  Cement  Products  Co., 
River  Street. 

4"  on  hydrant  branch  near  fire  station,  E.  State  Street. 
4"  on  hydrant  branch,  First  Avenue  at  Hubbard  Street.

In  General. 

Altho  the  past  summer  was  one  of  the  dryest  experienced 
in  years  our  water  supply  was  adequate.  The  pumping  stage  was 
far  from  being  reached.  This  is  attributed  to  three  reasons — the 
stone  sheds,  operating  but  partially;  the  numerous  leaks  re- 
paired about  the  system,  and  the  people  in  general.  I  believe 
special  note  should  be  made  of  the  last  reason  because  the  water 
users  are  taking  the  situation  more  seriously  and  are  keeping  their 
fixtures  free  from  leaks.  This  fact  is  proven  by  the  inventory 
taken  during  the  past  two  years. 
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A  part  of  the  reservoir  and  the  gate  house  have  been  thorough- 
ly cleaned  twice  during  the  past  year.  Necessary  repairs  have  also 
been  made  to  the  Gate  House. 

A  survey  of  Berlin  Pond,  reservoirs  and  all  City  property  owned 
thereabouts  is  partially  completed  and  should  be  completed  as 
soon  as  weather  conditions  are  favorable.

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RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Mains. 

The  small  wrought  iron  mains  about  the  system  should  be 
replaced  with  cast-iron  mains  of  a  larger  size,  especially  the  one  on 
Barre  Street  that  runs  from  the  14"  supply  main,  across  the  Rail- 
road crossings. 

Following  is  another  matter  that  should  receive  attention  in 
the  near  future :  That  part  of  the  City  below  Western  Avenue  is 
supplied  by  a  single  main  on  State  Street.  Should  anything  hap- 
pen on  State  Street,  between  what  was  formerly  "Eastern  Avenue" 
and  Western  Avenue,  that  necessitated  shutting  off  the  main,  that 
part  of  the  City  mentioned  above  would  be  entirely  without  water. 
Another  main  should  be  installed  to  Western  Avenue,  parallel  to 
the  one  now  on  State  Street,  from  the  main  on  what  was  formerly 
Eastern  Avenue.  Water  could  then  be  supplied  thru  this  main  in 
case  of  trouble  referred  to. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  a  number  of  gates  be  installed 
about  the  system,  in  necessary  locations,  so  when  it  becomes  neces- 
sary to  shut  off  mains  smaller  sections  will  be  affected. 

Services. 

Many  of  our  service  pipes  have  passed  their  life  of  usefulness 
and  should  be  relaid  as  fast  as  possible,  more  especially  those  in 
the  main  part  of  the  City  and  where  any  permanent  highway  work 
is  contemplated. 

We  still  have  many  service  shut-off s  that  are  "lost"  as  far  as 
our  records  show.  Often  times  this  causes  a  great  inconvenience 
and  sometimes  damage  to  property  owners.  Many  of  these  have 
been  located  and  records  made  of  same  during  the  past  year  and 
it  is  recommended  that  this  work  continue  until  every  shut-off  is 
located  and  recorded. 

Hydrants. 

Many  of  the  old  "Ludlow"  hydrants  give  trouble  frequently 
and  would  recommend  that  these  be  replaced  at  opportune  times. 
The  practice  of  installing  gates  on  hydrant  branches  should  be 
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continued  at  convenient  times.    In  many  cases  this  does  away  with 
the  inconvenience  caused  by  shutting  down  the  main.    All  hy- 
drants should  be  painted  during  the  coming  year.

NEW  SEWERS  CONSTRUCTED. 

Clarendon  Avenue : 

168  feet  of  6"  tile  was  laid  to  take  in  the  house  built  by  W.  D. 
D.  Peacor. 

Marvin  Street  : . 

146  feet  of  8"  tile  was  laid  to  take  in  the  house  built  by 
Frank  Abair.  While  this  size  was  not  necessary  for  this  one 
house  it  was  laid  with  the  intention  of  extending  to  College 
Street  at  some  future  date. 

Bingham  Street: 

124  feet  of  12"  tile  was  laid  to  connect  the  new  sewer  on 
Marvin  Street  with  the  main  sewer. 

Librety  Street: 

The  old  stone  and  plank  sluice  that  extended  from  Hub- 
bard Street,  back  of  E.  D.  Field's  residence  and  across  lots  to 
a  point  near  Loomis  Street,  has  been  replaced  with  300  feet 
of  12"  and  60  feet  of  15"  tile.  This  was  done  to  avoid  the 
damage  caused  by  washouts,  on  these  properties,  after  heavy 
rains. 

Western  Avenue 

226  feet  of  10"  tile  was  laid  on  this  street  to  take  care  of 
the  sewage  from  Baldwin  Street.  The  old  sewer  was  located 
on  private  land  where  the  New  National  Life  Building  now 
stands.  The  cost  of  this  work  was  borne  jointly  by  the 
National  Life  and  the  City. 

First  Avenue: 

Replaced  86  feet  of  old  6"  sewer  with  10"  tile. 
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Wilder  Street: 

Replaced  110  feet  of  old  4"  sewer  with  6"  tile. 
Main  Street: 

The  Barre  Street  sewer,  across  Main  Street,  was  replaced 
with  a  24"  sewer  before  the  new  pavement  was  installed.  This 
should  be  continued  to  the  river  in  the  near  future. 

The  sewer  that  crosses  Main  Street,  near  City  Hall,  was 
also  replaced  with  a  15"  tile  to  provide  a  larger  outlet  at  the 
river  at  some  future  date.

MAINTENANCE. 

The  bulk  of  our  sewer  work  comes  under  this  heading,  and  wil^ 
continue  to  until  steps  are  taken  toward  the  installation  of  an  ade- 
quate system.  One  of  the  worst  troubles  at  the  present  time  is 
around  the  transfer  on  Barre  Street.  The  sewer  on  Barre  Street, 
between  Hubbard  and  Main  Streets,  is  also  a  source  of  much  trouble 
There  are  many  other  locations  where  the  sewers  should  be  replaced 
to  save  maintenance  expense.

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

Sewers  : 

A  new  sewer  should  be  constructed  on  Granite  Street, 
from  Barre  Street  to  a  point  across  the  railroad  tracks,  to  con- 
nect with  a  large  sewer  installed  a  few  years  ago.  It  is  neces- 
sary that  this  be  built  of  20"  tile. 
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The  old  cement  sewer  on  Barre  Street,  between  Hubbard 
and  Main  Streets,  should  be  replaced  with  one  of  a  larger  size. 
This  sewer,  especially  near  Hubbard  Street,  is  the  source  of 
much  trouble. 

Catch  Basins  (Chimneys)  : 

While  many  catch  basins  have  been  rebuilt  during  the  past 
year  there  still  remains  a  large  number  that  need  rebuilding. 
As  defective  basins  are  a  source  of  much  trouble  it  is  recom- 
mended that  this  work  of  rebuilding  continue. 

Man-holes  : 

It  would  be  a  wise  move,  from  a  financial  standpoint,  to 
build  man-holes  on  our  main  sewers  for  cleaning  and  flushing 
purposes.    It  would  not  then  be  necessary  to  dig  up  half  the 
street  as  is  being  done  at  the  present  time. 
Sewer  Survey: 

While  last — this  is  by  no  means  the  least  of  recommenda- 
tious.  All  should  realize  that  the  time  is  not  far  off  when  our 
sewer  system  must  be  overhauled  and  a  large  part  of  it  recon- 
structed. It  is  all  the  more  necessary  that  a  sewer  survey  be 
made  now  that  permanent  streets  are  being  constructed  if 
the  City  wishes  to  obtain  the  best  results  at  the  least  possible 
expense.

An  agreement  was  reached  whereby 
Mr.  Aja  would  build  a  new  wall,  regrade  his  bank  and  the 
City  pay  him  $200  as  their  part  of  the  expense. 

Clay  Hill  Wall — Upper  Main  Street: 

The  old  dry  stone  wall  along  the  brook,  opposite  the  resi- 
dence of  James  Scales,  has  been  sliding  toward  the  brook  a 
little  each  year  until  the  brook  was  practically  filled  in.  A 
new  stone  wall,  with  a  cement  facing,  has  been  built  with  iron 
post  set  to  support  railing.  Some  time  this  wall  should  be 
extended  up  the  brook  a  short  distance. 

MAINTENANCE. 

The  usual  work  coming  under  this  head  has  been  taken  care 
of.  This  consists  of  road  machine  work,  honing,  scarifying  re- 
shaping and  rolling,  and  all  other  necessary  work  of  this  nature. 1 

The  City  barn,  and  buildings  connected  with  same,  have  been 
painted  and  necessary  repairs  made. 

A  new  "Cleveland"  tractor  has  been  purchased  and  has  proved 
to  be  a  wise  investment.  All  equipment,  has  been,  or  is  being 
put  in  good  condition  for  the  coming  season. 

WALKS. 

-  As  plank  walks  are  only  of  a  temporary  nature  at  best,  the 
practice  of  building  new  or  rebuilding  old  walks  of  this  type  was 
discontinued,  except  in  cases  where  absolutely  necessary.  Perma- 
nent walks  of  a  cement  and  tar-concrete  type  were  built  and  old 
tar  walks  resurfaced  as  far  as  time  would  permit.

BRIDGES. 

School  Street  Bridge  was  in  such  shape  that  it  required  prac- 
tically rebuilding.  Many  new  timbers  were  put  in  and  the  road- 
way and  walks  entirely  replanked.  This  bridge  should  be  painted 
and  then  no  repairs  will  be  needed  for  sometime  to  come. 

The  roadway  and  walks  on  Granite  Street  bridge  have  been 
newly  planked.  This  one,  together  with  Main  Street  bridge, 
should  be  painted  to  save  deterioration. 

The  Taylor  Street  bridge  will  have  to  be  replanked  early  in 
the  Spring,  and  should  also  be  reshingled. 

The  Lane  bridge  (Mechanic  Street)  is  still  closed  awaiting 
some  action  by  the  Council.  Disposition  of  this  subject  should  be 
taken  as  soon  as  possible. 

All  necessary  repairs  have  been  made  to  our  several  other 
bridges  as  needed.

Recommendations. 
(1)    The  traffic  on  Barre  Road,  Lower  State  Street  and  North- 
field  Road  is  very  heavy  during  the  Summer  months  and  it  is 
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almost  impossible  to  keep  them  in  good  shape  under  our  present 
system.  It  is  recommended  that  these  roads  be  maintained  by  a 
patrol  system.  It  seems  one  patrolman  would  be  sufficient  with 
the  Street  Department  helping  out  on  the  heavy  work. 

(2)  Many  of  the  Streets  rebuilt  during  the  past  year  will  be  in 
prime  condition  to  receive  an  application  of  oil  in  the  Spring.  This 
should  be  attended  to  as  early  as  possible. 

(3)  Our  horses  are  a  dilapidated  looking  lot.  Some  have 
attained  an  age  where  it  is  impracticable  to  use  them  much  longer. 
Two  of  them  are  ready  to  go  under  the  sod.  It  is  recommended 
that  two  new  pair  be  purchased  to  be  used  either  single  or  double, 
if  necessary. 

(4)  One  thing  that  must  be  maintained  is  service.  This  is 
true  in  all  Departments.  It  is  fill  a  hole  here,  a  broken  plank  there, 
shut  off  water  in  another  place,  or  a  plugged  sewer.  Oftentimes 
it  is  hours  before  these  little  things  can  be  taken  care  of  by  the  regu- 
lar force.  Am  recommending  that  a  small  truck  be  purchased  and 
equipped  and  manned  by  one  or  two  men  familiar  with  the  work  in 
the  different  Departments. 

(5)  Our  "Clean-Up"  Campaign  was  such  a  success  I  believe 
the  City  should  establish  scavenger  service.  Collections  once  a 
month  would  suffice.  It  is  recommended  that  an  appropriation 
be  made  for  this  purpose. 

(6)  Dusty  streets  have  been  a  source  of  much  annoyance 
to  the  general  public  during  the  past  year.  It  is  recommended 
that  adequate  sprinkling  equipment  be  purchased  and  used  to 
abate  this  nuisance. 

(7)  Our  steam-roller  is  somewhat  of  an  antiquated  affair  and 
is  tied  up  more  or  less  for  repairs.  It  is  recommended  that  a  new 
roller  be  purchased  of  such  weight  and  type  that  is  necessary  to 
perform  the  work  required  of  it.

BOND  ISSUE. 

According  to  a  decision  of  the  voters  at  the  last  Annual 
City  Meeting,  and  at  a  later  Special  City  Meeting,  authorization 
was  given  to  construct  permanent  streets  and  to  provide  funds  for 
same  by  bonding. 
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Contractors  were  invited  to  submit  bids  on  four  different 
types  of  paving.  Much  consideration  and  serious  thought  was 
given  these  types  and  it  was  finally  decided  to  pave  Main  Street 
(from  the  Iron  Bridge  to  School  Street)  and  State  Street  (from 
Main  Street  to  Rialto  Bridge)  with  stone  block  paving  on  a  con- 
crete base.  This  is,  without  doubt,  the  highest  type  of  pavement 
in  existence  today  and  should  stand  the  test  for  many  years  to 
come.  Construction  was  done  in  accordance  with  standard 
specifications  covering  this  type  of  pavement. 

The  Frissell  Engineering  Company  of  Gardner,  Massachu- 
setts, being  the  lowest  reputable  bidders,  were  awarded  the  con- 
tract and  executed  same  to  our  entire  satisfaction. 

Reinforced  concrete  paving  was  the  type  selected  for  State 
Street,  from  Rialto  bridge  to  the  Pavilion  Driveway  excepting 
that  portion  constructed  during  1920.  This  construction  was 
done  by  the  City  and  proved  to  be  very  satisfactory,  especially 
from  a  financial  standpoint.  A  saving  of  sixty-five  cents  (65c.) 
per  square  yard  was  made  over  the  lowest  bid  received  for  this  type. 

An  agreement  was  made  between  the  State  of  Vermont,  T.  J. 
Heaphy  and  the  City  whereby  concrete  paving  was  installed  from 
State  Street  to  Court  Street  in  the  driveway  between  the  State 
House  and  Pavilion. 

Curbing. 

New  granite  curbing  was  installed  on  Main  Street  where 
'  necessary  to  be  consistent  with  the  type  of  paving. 

It  was  also  necessary  to  install  some  new  granite  and  concrete 
curbing  on  State  Street.  The  old  curbing  was  recut  and  used  as 
far  as  possible. 

All  underground  pipes,  etc.,  were  taken  care  of  previous  to 
construction  and  should  cause  no  trouble  for  some  time  with  the 
exception  of  a  water  leak  which  is  liable  to  occur  at  any  time.

ENGINEERING  DEPARTMENT. 

This  Department  was  called  upon  for  much  activity  during  the 
past  year.  The  Bond  Issue  necessitated  the  making  of  surveys; 
plans  and  profiles  for  the  construction  of  the  new  paving  on  Main 
and  State  Streets;  also  the  establishing  of  lines  and  grades,  and  the 
setting  of  stakes  for  same  as  the  work  progressed.  As  the  stone 
block  paving  on  Main  Street  was  a  contract  job  it  was  necessary 
to  keep  an  inspector  on  this  job  at  all  times  when  work  was  in 
progress. 

The  concrete  paving  on  State  Street  was  done  by  the  City 
entirely  under  the  direct  supervision  of  this  Department.  By 
doing  this  ourselves  a  saving  of  Sixty-five  cents  (65c)  per  square 
yard  was  made  over  the  lowest  bid  made  by  a  contractor.  This 
fact  goes  to  prove  that  we  should  continue  to  do  our  own  work 
should  another  Bond  Issue  be  voted  at  the  Annual  City  Meeting. 

Lines  and  grades  were  also  given  for  all  new  sidewalk,  sewer 
and  street  work  wherever  necessary.

RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Street  Lines  : 

At  present,  data  regarding  our  street  lines  is  very  poor 
and  steps  should  be  taken  to  establish  all  City  street  lines  ac- 
cording to  the  law  governing  the  same.  If  a  little  of  this  work 
could  be  done  each  year,  for  the  next  few  years,  our  objective 
would  be  reached.  That  this  work  can  start  this  year  I 
recommend  that  an  appropriation  be  voted  at  the  coming 
City  Meeting. 

In  connection  with  the  above,    a  sectional  map  of  the 
City  could  be  made  that  would  show  property  lines,  build- 
ings, etc.    This  would  be  invaluable  to  the  Listers,  for  use 
of  appraisals,  and  to  the  different  departments  for  locating 
water  and  sewer  connections,  shut  off  boxes,  etc. 
Again,  I  wish  to  emphasize  the  fact  that  all  installations  pro- 
posed by  the  different  public  utilities  should  pass  thru  this  De- 
partment for  approval  before  final  action  is  taken  by  the  City 
Council.    This  will  have  a  tendency  to  eliminate  many  of  the 
troubles  experienced  in  the  past.

CHIEF  OF  FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 


To  His  Honor,  The  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  my  fourth  report,  for  the 
period  from  January  31st,  1921  to  January  31st,  1922,  of  the  Fire 
Department  of  the  City  of  Montpelier. 

This  report  sets  forth  the  expenditures  of  this  Department; 
the  number  of  alarms;  property  at  risk;  insurance  paid;  personal 
loss;  estimate  property  at  risk;  the  strength  and  present  condition 
of  the  Department  with  my  recommendations  for  its  future 
efficiency. 

Station. 

The  Department  rents  a  frame  building  of  East  State  Street 
for  fire  headquarters,  where  the  permanent  force  are  stationed,  also 
the  following  apparatus:  One  two-horse  wagon  equipped  with 
eight  hundred  and  fifty  feet  of  two  and  one-half  inch  hose;  four 
three  gallon  soda  and  acid  hand  extinguishers;  two  pyrene  guns; 
one  cellar  pipe;  two  Grager  respirators;  thirty-nine  feet  of  ladders 
and  other  small  tools;  a  Motor  Fire-truck  equipped  with  one  thous- 
and feet  of  two  and  one-half  inch  hose;  two  soda  and  acid  ex- 
tinguishers; two  pyrene  guns;  one  Drager  pulmotor;  one  nine-foot 
life  net;  two  Morgan  smoke  helmets;  forty-one  feet  of  ladders  and 
other  small  tools. 

All  extra  hose  and  equipment  are  stored  in  this  building  and  a 
hook  and  ladder  truck  are  stored  in  the  basement  of  the  City 
barn  and  is  drawn  by  one  of  the  Street  Department  teams.  The 
hand  engine  is  stored  under  an  open  shed  at  the  City  Barn. 

Hose. 

The  Department  has  on  hand  thirty-six  hundred  feet  of  two 
and  one-half  inch  rubber  lined  double  jacket  hose  in  good  condition. 
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Horses. 

The  Department  owns  two  horses,  which  are  kept  at  Fire 
Headquarters  and  are  well  trained  for  the  work. 

During  this  past  season  the  Fire  Department  horses,  with  a 
driver,  have  sprinkled  the  streets,  putting  in  nine  hundred  (900) 
hours  or  a  total  of  100  days  at  $6  per  day.  This  brings  the  Fire 
Department  a  credit  of  $600. 

Cost  of  Maintaining  the  Department. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  the  Department  during  the  period 
ending  January  31,  1922,  was  $12,676.  Credit  by  supplies  and  of 
sprinkling  streets,  $927.50,  making  a  net  cost  of  $11,748.50. 

Fire  Alarm  System. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  the  Fire  Alarm  System  the  past  year 
is  as  follows :

Alarms. 

During  the  period  from  January  31,  1921  to  January  31,  1922' 
the  Department  has  responded  to  seventy-nine  alarms,  fifteen 
bell  alarms;  and  sixty-four  still  alarms. 

During  the  above  period  this  Department  has  answered  to 
calls  outside  the  City  limits.    Insurance,  amounting  to  over 
$8,000,  would  have  to  be  paid  had  we  not  responded.

Recommendations. 

I  recommend  a  centrally  located  Fire  Station  be  seriously  con- 
sidered this  coming  year  as  there  are  many  repairs  that  will  have 
to  be  made  on  the  Old  Station.  I  also  recommend  that  a  pair  of 
horses  be  purchased  for  use  at  the  Fire  Station  as  one  of  the  pair, 
now  there,  is  lame.  Both  horses  are  about  seventeen  years  and 
too  old  for  work  of  this  kind.    They  have  been  used  in  this  capacity 
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for  the  past  eleven  years.  I  also  recommend  the  purchase  of  one 
thousand  feet  of  two  and  one-half  inch  rubber-lined  double  jacket 
hose.

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The  total  attendance  at  the  farm  equaled  704  weeks  of  actual 
board  furnished  inmates,  or  a  net  cost  per  person  per  week  of 
S7.81.  Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  this  cost  includes  an 
exceptionally  large  item  for  improvements  (SI, 270. 42)  which 
is,  at  least,  four  times  what  the  average  annual  improvements 
would  amount  to,  and  figuring  the  per  capita  cost  per  week  on  this 
basis  it  would  bring  the  cost  per  person  down  to  $6.46  per  week. 
The  bulk  of  the  item  on  improvements  covers  painting  buildings 
and  the  putting  of  running  water  into  the  barn  which,  of  course, 
will  not  be  a  regular  annual  expense.  The  largest  number  of  in- 
mates at  the  farm  during  the  year  was  twenty-one,  and  the  smallest 
number  thirteen.  There  was  $1,056.  worth  of  produce  raised  and 
consumed  at  the  farm.    This  is  in  addition  to  above  statement. 

It  has  been  the  earnest  endeavor  of  your  overseer  to  improve 
the  city  property  in  every  way  possible  with  a  view  to  making  this 
property  a  credit  to  the  city  and  an  institution  of  which  you  could 
justly  be  proud. 

In  closing,  I  would  recommend  that  ventilators  be  installed 
in  the  barn  and  that  the  basement  floor  be  cemented.

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Report  of 
DISTRICT  HEALTH  OFFICER. 

Communicable  diseases,  as  usual,  are  with  us — however  in 
somewhat  lower  morbidity  rate  and  the  mortality  rate  is  practically 
nil. 

I  believe  that  our  morbidity  rates  represent  nearly  95%  of 
cases,  because  physicians,  parents  and  school  authorities  have 
cooperated  excellently. 

There  were  reported  183  cases  against  399  for  the  year  pre- 
vious. At  no  time  was  the  city  threatened  with  an  epidemic, 
and  no  interference  with  the  normal  pursuits  of  business  or  pleasure 
were  experienced. 

Health  Ordinance. 

The  City  Council  has  adopted  an  ordinance  requiring  the 
the  tuberculin  test  on  all  cows  which  supply  milk  for  public  use 
within  the  city. 

This  ordinance  has  undoubtedly  given  us  a  safer  milk  supply, 
and  anything  that  has  for  its  chief  object  the  prevention  of  sickness 
or  disease  will  always  have  the  support  of  the  public. 

Clean-Up-Week. 

Mayor  Blanchard  issued  a  proclamation  designating  May  7th 
to  14th,  as  a  clean-up-week  for  our  community.  This  procedure 
was  in  keeping  with  other  New  England  cities,  desiring  to  improve 
sanitation  and  remove  unsightly  nuisances. 

Hearty  cooperation  was  extended  the  clean-up  committee, 
and  the  results  were  very  satisfactory. 

During  the  week  425  loads  of  refuse  were  removed  to  the 
dump.  Perhaps  a  better  idea  of  the  quantity  can  be  had  by  stating 
that  the  loads  lined  up  in  front  of  each  other,  would  extend  for 
three  miles,  or  approximately  one  half  the  distance  from  Mont- 
pelier  to  Barre. 
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Nothing  reflects  the  ideals  of  a  community  better  than  clean- 
liness and  orderliness.  Let's  put  things  in  order,  we  need  this 
thorough  cleaning  and  renovating  annually.  It  is  the  sensible 
thing  to  do — for  the  health,  safety,  pride  and  happiness  of  our 
people.    It  is  everybody's  job,  let  there  be  no  slackers. 

For  your  guidance  I  can  make  no  better  recommendation 
than  to  quote  from  the  report  of  the  Clean-Up-Committee, 
"We  respectfully  urge  that  the  City  Council  recommend 
to  the  voters  at  the  next  City  Meeting  that  some  pro- 
vision be  made  whereby  a  clean-up-week  may  be  a  month- 
ly or  an  annual  affair". 

School  Inspection. 
This  work  has  been  ably  conducted  by  Miss  Katherine  Spear. 
The  defects  corrected  during  the  year  demonstrates  the  value  of 
the  work,  as  well  as  the  cooperation  of  the  parents,  dentists  and 
physicians. 

The  school  and  the  home  are  working  hand  in  hand  to  the  end 
that  children  may  be  trained  not  only  in  the  knowledge  of  health 
conditions,  but  that  permanent  health  habits  may  be  established. 

Health  teaching  in  the  school  is  successful  to  the  degree  that 
it  conserves  and  promotes  the  health  of  the  school  child.

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen: 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  sanitary  inspector  for 
the  year  ending  Feb.  1st,  1922. 

During  the  season  I  inspected  76  dairies  together  with  the 
milking  utensils  and  facilities  for  cleansing  the  same,  the  owners 
of  these  dairies  having  applied  for  a  license  to  supply  milk  to  the 
residents  of  the  city.  In  some  instances  changes  at  the  barns  were 
recommended,  when  it  was  evident  that  an  improvement  in  clean- 
liness and  sanitation  would  result.  At  several  of  the  dairies,  re- 
modeling of  the  stables  has  occured,  and  one  dairyman  has  erected 
a  modern  barn,  which  is  perhaps  the  best  equipped  in  the  county. 
Others  are  planning  construction  or  remodeling  during  the  summer. 

I  have  had  the  cooperation  of  every  one  with  whom  I  have 
come  in  contact  in  the  work  and  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation 
at  this  time.

Report  of 
CITY  ATTORNEY 


To  the  Honorable  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Montpelier: 

With  two  exceptions,  the  work  of  this  department  during 
the  past  year  has  been  of  minor  importance.  There  have  been  a 
number  of  pauper  commitments,  and  my  services  have  been 
required  in  the  enforcement  of  ordinances  relating  to  licenses  and 
permits.  Opinions  have  been  given  in  different  matters,  especially 
in  the  matter  of  taxes  assessed  against  the  City  by  the  Town  of 
Berlin,  from  which  it  appeared  that  the  City  has  been  paying  the 
Town  of  Berlin  taxes  assessed  on  exempt  property.  It  was 
recommended  that  action  be  taken  to  learn  exactly  the  character 
and  location  of  all  the  property  of  the  City  in  that  town,  for  the 
purpose  of  ascertaining  to  what  extent  property  of  the  city  is 
exempt. 

During  the  past  year  the  receivership  of  the  Barre  &  Mont- 
pelier Traction  &  Power  Company  has  again  brought  to  the  front 
the  relations  between  the  City  and  the  Traction  Company,  es- 
pecially respecting  the  new  permanent  highway  work  on  State 
and  Main  Streets.  While  the  City's  interests  in  the  receivership 
proceedings  have  been  guarded,  the  most  important  step  taken  was 
the  bringing  of  action  against  the  National  Surety  Company  on 
its  $10,000  bond  to  recover  the  amount  expended  by  the  City  in 
the  performance  of  that  part  of  the  highway  work  imposed  upon 
the  Traction  Company  by  its  franchise.  This  action  is  pending 
in  County  Court  and  will  be  pressed  to  determination  as  rapidly 
as  possible. 

Last  Spring  an  ordinance  was  passed  regulating  the  sale 
of  milk  in  the  city;  and  in  October,  the  matter  being  brought  to 
my  attention,  a  substitute  ordinance,  intended  to  clarify  and 
strengthen  the  earlier  ordinance,  was  prepared  by  me  and  passed 
by  the  City  Council.    For  the  most  part  this  attempt  to  insure 
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to  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  a  pure  supply  of  milk  and  cream 
has  met  with  the  co-operation  of  our  milk  dealers.  For  the 
avowed  purpose  of  testing  the  ordinance,  however,  one  dealer, 
rather  than  comply  with  it,  has  submitted  to  prosecution  for  its 
violation,  and  the  case  is  pending  in  City  Court.  For  the  testing 
of  the  validity  in  law  of  the  ordinance,  the  usual  practice  would 
require  a  submission  of  the  question  of  violation  upon  an  agreed 
statement  of  facts,  leaving  for  determination  the  question  of  the 
validity  of  the  ordinance  in  law.  With  the  case  now  pending,  no 
extended  or  detailed  discussion  seems  proper  or  necessary,  but 
the  submission  of  the  case  for  trial  by  jury,  as  has  been  done  by 
the  respondent,  may  or  may  not  secure  a  final  determination  of 
the  legality  of  the  existing  ordinance.  I  believe  the  ordinance  is  a 
valid  exercise  of  legislative  power  by  the  City  Council  and  will  be 
so  held  if  and  when  the  question  may  be  squarely  presented  for 
judicial  decision.

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Report  of 

DIRECTORS  OF  HEATON  HOSPITAL. 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen: 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  Heaton  Hospital  present  the  follow- 
ing financial  and  statistical  report  covering  that  affairs  of  that  In- 
stitution for  the  year  ending  Jan.  31,  1922. 

During  the  year,  833  patients  were  treated  at  the  Hospital,  the 
largest  number  on  record.  This  was  an  increase  of  141  over  the 
previous  year.  The  total  number  of  days  service  was  11884,  a 
decrease  of  853.  The  average  days  stay  of  each  patient  was  14.25 
against  18.4  of  a  year  ago.  The  average  number  of  patients  per 
day  was  32.6;  last  year  it  was  34.9.  The  births  numbered  90, 
an  increase  of  21.  The  death  rate  of  all  patients  admitted  was 
5.5%;  last  year  it  was  6.5%.  Excluding  cases  moribund  on 
entering,  the  death  rate  was  3.7%. 

The  daily  average  cost  per  patient  was  $2,856,  a  decrease 
from  $3.02  of  a  year  ago.  In  making  this  computation,  no  charge 
is  made  for  the  use  of  the  plant.  A  conservative  estimate  of  the 
value  of  the  buildings,  grounds  and  equipment  is  $150,000  and  a 
rental  charge  of  6%  would  add  $9000  to  the  cost  of  operation,  mak- 
ing the  amount  per  patient  day  $3,611. 

By  the  Will  of  the  late  Willis  Blanchard,  the  Hospital  receives 
a  bequest  of  $5000,  to  be  known  as  the  Alice  Kinsman  Blanchard 
Fund.  The  estate,  being  in  process  of  settlement,  the  bequest 
has  not  yet  become  available  to  the  Hospital.  The  Directors  have 
been  able  to  restore  to  the  endowment  fund  the  money  rightfully 
used  during  the  years  ending  Jan.  31st,  1919  and  Jan.  31st,  1920, 
and  that  fund  now  stands  at  $88,166 . 25. 

It  has  been  the  earnest  endeavor  of  the  Directors  to  keep  the 
plant  in  the  best  of  repair,  beliveing  that  the  interests  of  economy 
are  best  served  by  this  method.  Certain  changes  have  been  made 
to  reduce  the  cost  of  operation.  Mr.  L.  D.  Taft  generously  paid 
the  expense  of  such  changes  in  the  heating  system,  that  will  make 
possible  the  saving  of  hundreds  of  dollars  each  year  in  the  cost 
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of  fuel,  and  at  the  same  time  make  sure  of  the  proper  heating  of  all 
parts  of  the  buildings.  A  Pasteur  water  filter  was  installed,  in- 
suring purity  of  the  water  used  for  drinking  and  cooking  purposes. 

The  farm  was  made  more  productive,  more  berries  and  vege- 
tables were  raised,  and  more  forage  was  grown.  The  six  cows, 
necessary  for  the  milk  and  cream  supply  were  certified  to  be  an 
accredited  herd.  The  milk  produced  totaled  45,129  lbs.  The  pro- 
duction of  eggs  was  1225  dozens,  an  insufficient  quanitity  for  the 
requirements.  The  amount  of  strawberries  grown  'was  1127 
quarts,  more  than  the  Hospital  could  use  and  a  considerable  quan- 
tity was  sold. 

Much  needed  surgical  and  medical  equipment  was  obtained 
during  the  year.  A  bedside  machine  was  added  to  the  X-Ray 
equipment,  and  the  latest  type  of  gas-oxygen  apparatus  was  pur- 
chased. An  adequate  library  of  surgical  and  medical  reference 
books,  and  a  set  of  the  Frohse  Anatomical  Charts  were  provided 
for  the  Training  School.  The  purchase  of  such  equipment,  always 
expensive  and  a  strain  on  the  financial  resources,  is  necessary 
if  the  Institution  keeps  pace  with  the  advance  of  surgical  and 
medical  requirements. 

Few  people  have  any  conception  of  what  the  Ladies  Aid  So- 
ciety has  meant  to  the  Hospital  ever  since  its  doors  were  first 
opened.  In  the  early  struggles  of  the  Institution,  the  Society's 
steadfast  support  was  perhaps  the  greatest  factor  in  the  successful 
passing  of  those  times.  Money  was  collected  and  much  time  and 
-  labor  was  spent  in  the  making  of  necessary  articles.  It  has  always 
relieved  the  Hospital  of  the  financial  burden  and  labor  necessary 
in  the  renewing  of  the  needed  linen  for  use  in  all  the  wards  and 
many  of  the  rooms.    This  year  has  been  no  exception. 

The  management  of  the  Hospital  has  been  conducted  in  a 
most  efficient  manner,  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Katherine  M. 
Crozier,  R.  N.,  the  Superintendent,  and  the  Directors  are  very 
fortunate  in  being  able  to  retain  her  in  that  office.  She  has  been 
ably  assisted  by  Miss  Catherine  Philip,  R.  N.,  as  Head  Nurse,  who 
continues  in  that  position. 

The  great  need  of  the  Institution  today  is  a  proper  Home  for 
the  Nurses,  and  this  necessity  must  not  be  long  neglected.  Means 
must  be  found  for  the  proper  housing  of  the  Student  Nurses  if  the 
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Hospital  is  going  to  maintain  the  present  high  standard  of  the 
personnel  of  its  Training  School.  It  is  becoming  increasingly  hard 
to  induce  the  proper  type  of  young  women  to  come  to  Heaton  when 
so  many  other  Hospitals  have  the  advantage  of  "Home-life"  to 
offer  their  applicants.

TRUSTEES  OF  THE  KELLOGG-HUBBARD 
LIBRARY. 


To  the  Honorable  City  Council: 

The  trustees  of  the  Kellogg-Hubbard  Library  herewith  present 
the  twenty-seventh  annual  report  of  the  library  for  the  year  ending 
February  1,  1922. 

From  the  report  of  the  librarian,  which  is  adopted  as  the 
official  statement  of  the  library  and  of  the  committee  on  the 
library,  we  present  the  following  statistics : 

The  library  was  open  for  business  on  302  days.  The  total 
registration  was  3366.  Special  cards  to  the  members  of  the 
Legislature  to  the  number  of  58. 

The  total  number  of  volumes  in  the  library  is  33,124.  There 
were  added  during  the  year  by  purchase  276,  by  gifts  67  volumes 
and  by  new  titles  by  bound  magazines  36  volumes.  374  volumes 
were  replaced,  95  duplicated,  822  discarded  and  8  volumes  were 
lost. 

The  average  daily  circulation  was  225.  The  largest  circula- 
tion in  any  one  day  was  462  February  26th.  The  largest  circula- 
tion in  any  one  month  was  Jan.  6,773.  The  total  juvenile  circu- 
lation was  22,789  and  the  adult  circulation  was  45,117,  making 
the  total  circulation  for  the  year  67,906.  As  we  have  heretofore 
done,  we  submit  the  following  table  showing  the  circulation  by 
classes  which  will  give  the  patrons  of  the  library  a  full  knowledge 
of  what  use  is  being  made  of  the  books  in  the  library  and  shows  a 
difference  from  year  to  year  and  changes  in  the  work  of  the  pa- 
trons of  the  library.

The  total  circulation  of  books  falls  slightly  below  that  of  last 
year,  but  the  per  cent  of  non-fiction  in  the  adult  section  has  been 
raised.  We  are  unable  to  appease  the  clamor  for  the  latest  fiction, 
nor  can  any  public  library  expect  to  do  so.  Some  attempt  to 
strike  a  happy  medium  in  meeting  that  demand  is  always  made, 
having  in  mind  what  the  Transcript  recently  stated  to  be  the  real 
purpose  of  a  public  library  "to  furnish  an  aristocracy  of  books  to  a 
democracy  of  readers". 

There  is  a  steady  call  for  practical  and  technical  books  on  busi- 
ness methods,  trades,  automobiles  and  electricity.  To  supply  the 
library  with  these  books  in  which  our  citizens  are  interested,  and 
to  build  up  an  up-to-date  reference  collection  has  always  been  the 
policy  in  expending  the  book  appropriation,  and  the  increasing  use 
of  this  material  by  individuals,  schools,  clubs  and  institutions, 
local  and  otherwise,  would  seem  to  justify  such  investment. 

The  binding  problem  is  becoming  a  serious  one,  not  only 
from  a  financial  standpoint,  but  also  because  the  books  are  held 
so  long  at  the  binderies  that  their  circulation  is  seriously  restricted, 
especially  in  fiction.  We  have  had  475  books  rebound  this  year, 
all  of  them  held  at  the  bindery  six  or  eight  weeks,  and  many  off  the 
shelves  for  a  longer  period,  while  the  lot  is  accumulating.  Books 
are  poorly  bound  at  the  publishers  nowadays  and  some  of  our 
readers  "treat  'em  rough"  so  that  occasionally  a  book  is  circulated 
only  five  or  six  times  before  it  is  necessary  to  withdraw  it  for  re- 
binding. 
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Books  of  recognized  merit  and  permanent  value,  which  have 
been  widely  read  this  year  are:  Nutting's  "Furniture  of  the 
Pilgrim  Century,"  Strachey's  "Queen  Victoria",  "The  Americani- 
zation of  Edward  Bok,"  Wells  "Outline  of  History",  Bryce's 
"Modern  Democracies,"  Aldrich's  "Crowding  Memories,"  Robin- 
son's "My  brother,  Theodore  Roosevelt,"  Crockett's  "History  of 
Vermont"  and  the  travelers  tales  of  Hudson,  O'Brien  and  Franck. 

Gifts  of  books  and  pamphlets  have  been  received  from  many 
sources,  representing  an  interest  in  the  library  which  is  duly  ap- 
preciated. 

During  the  summer  months  the  Nature  Department  of  the 
Woman's  Club  was  responsible  for  the  care  of  a  wild  flower  table — 
an  attractive  addition  to  the  library  which  was  enjoyed  and  ad- 
mired by  many  visitors,  as  well  as  our  local  patrons. 

In  co-operation  with  a  committee  of  teachers  from  the  Inter- 
mediate grades,  the  librarian  has  assisted  in  making  a  list  of  books 
for  each  grade's  required  reading.  To  supply  these,  together  with 
the  lists  in  the  new  course  of  study  for  Elementary  schools  issued 
by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  and  the  list  of  approved  books 
for  Rural  School  Libraries,  will  require  the  purchase  of  more  than 
the  usual  number  of  duplicates  for  the  juvenile  shelves  this  year. 

Instruction  in  the  use  of  books  and  libraries  was  given  to  the 
members  of  the  Senior  class  of  the  High  School,  and  to  the  Teacher 
Trainer  class  of  the  Seminary. 

Our  collection  of  mounted  pictures  now  number  several 
thousand,  and  is  constantly  used.  Superintendent  Hutchinson, 
in  his  report,  notes  it  favorably  as  one  of  the  desirable  aids  to  visual 
instruction  in  the  school  system. 

The  Reading  Room  continues  to  be  well  patronized  by  the 
public.  There  are  105  newspapers  and  magazines  on  file  there, 
90  by  subscription  and  15  by  gift. 

Miss  Robinson  and  Miss  Barber  would  make  grateful  acknowl- 
edgment for  the  privilege  of  attending  the  meeting  of  the  Vermont 
Library  Association  in  Ludlow  last  October,  where  both  took  part 
in  the  program.  These  assistants  bore  with  fine  spirit  the  increased 
work  necessitated  by  the  librarian's  absence  during  July  and 
August.  Her  cordial  acknowledgment  of  their  loyalty  and  zeal 
is  here  recorded.

The  foregoing  account  of  the  treasurer  has  been  duly  examined 
by  the  finance  committee  and  found  correct  with  proper  vouchers 
for  all  expenditures. 

During  the  year  the  finance  committee  has  made  investments 
in  the  various  funds  as  bonds  have  matured  and  the  several  funds 
are  invested  in  high  grade  municipal  bonds  to  the  amount  named 
in  the  several  funds,  all  of  which  the  finance  committee  have 
examined  and  report  as  being  correctly  listed.    In  order  to  avail 
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ourselves  of  the  80%  clause  in  the  Insurance  Department,  the 
insurance  on  the  library  building  and  all  the  contents  thereof  has 
been  increased  to  cover  the  requirements  of  the  policy. 

At  the  annual  meeting,  held  Feb.  13,  1922,  the  old  officers 
were  all  re-elected  as  follows:  Geo.  W.  Wing,  President,  Arthur 
L.  Farwell,  Treasurer,  Henry  L.  Farwell,  Secretary,  Miss  Evelyn 
S.  Lease,  Librarian  and  other  members  of  the  library  staff  were 
reelected  and  reappointed  to  the  several  positions  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

The  trustees  desire  to  extend  their  thanks  to  all  persons  for 
gifts  and  donations  to  the  library  during  the  year,  and  to  all  others 
who  have  extended  courtesies  in  any  way  to  the  library  or  to  any 
of  its  officers.
